SAN FRANCISCO, May 22.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Advices from Vancouver, 
B. C., say ‘that the trouble that has 
been brooding in Coreay has at last 
taken definite shape and Chinese sol- 
diers are being poured into the country. 
| The first real outbreak occurred -at 
-Tsing-La-Tao, but it was premature, 
through the misunderstanding of the 
arrangements of the insurgent plans by 
the persons at the head of the move- 
ment at that point. It had been the 
intention to have uprisings all over the

} country simultaneously, and so para- 
| lyze the officials and get complete @on- 


trol before help could be secured. 

This break coming before the gen- 
eral uprising has given the clew, and 
| the insurgents are being arrested and 
arms seized at many points. What 
the effect would have been had the 
whole plan worked, may be judged 
from whwat\occurred at Tsing-La-Tao 
There 3000 fully armed men suddenly 
mustered, and before the guards could 
recover from the surprise the Gov- 
ernor’s palace was in their possession. 
No mercy was shown, and the Goy- 
ernor and his forty officials were put 
to death, the more detested of them 
being horribly and disgustingly mutil- 
ated. 

Before the troops could be gathered 
the insurgents were on*the march to 
Seoul. To this point 800 Chinese sol- 
diers have been dispatched, ‘but at 
the date of the dispatch it was feared 
that, fired by success, the rebels would 
overlook all opposition. Many arrests 
are being made at King-Ki-To, where 
another uprising was to have taken 
place. The rebels are even at this point 
gathering strength, and iit is feared 
that they wil! set their imprisoned 
friends free, and fire the city. ° Not 
much store is set by the Chinese sol- 
-diers, who will turn fail, if anything 
like determined opposition is shown. At 
Yokohama, the day the steamer sailed, 
the report was reveived ‘that the Co- 
reans had been subdued, with the loss 
of 700 lives, but this could not be au- 
thenticated.

REGULAR SBSSION.

WASHINGTON, May 22.—_SENATE.— 
‘The Senate disposed of seven para- 
graphs of the metal schedule today 
after eight hours of debate. 
bate was marked by quite a number of 
interesting clashes between Republi- 
cans and Democrats. The sensational 
feature of the day was caused by the 
unexpected presentation, by Senator 
Jones, of an amendment substituting 
the McKinley bill classification, and spe- 
cific rates on round iron in coils, 
blooms and. charcoal iron; somewhat 
higher than those already proposed. 

This amendment was a surprise to 
some Senators on both sides, although 
evidently anticipated by Senator Quay 
and a few other of his colleagues. 
Senator Hale tried to use it as a text 
for taunting the Democrats, and Sen- 
ator Teller read him a very plain lec- 
ture on the duty of the Republicans to 
accept such increase as the Democrats 
were willing to grant, without contin- 
ually chiding their adversaries with in- 
consistency. When the vote was taken 
seven Democrats and two Populists re- 
fused to support the Jones substitute, 
viz.: Messrs. Allen, Berry, Blackburn, 
Jarvis, Kyle, Mills, Pasco and Peffer. 

Senator Platt’s amendment, making 
the duty on iron 60 cents a ton, was 
laid on the table—yeas, 32; nays, 2. 


The rates fixed today were as fol-

No other amendments of any impor- 
tance were made to the bill, the only 
ones adopted being to correct the texts 
of a few ameydments’'to which amend- 
ments were .made yesterday. Several 
Democrats opposed the amendment vir- 
tually abolishing the commission, but 
it was adopted by nearly a‘strict party 
vote. 

Among the Democrats who voted 
with the Republicans in favor of civil 
service reform were Messrs. Wilson, 
Tracey, Hendrix, Dockery, Warner, 
Springer, Sayers, Crain, Martin, Kil- 
gore, Livingstone, De Forest, Everett.

JUDGE JENKINS. 


The House Judiciary Committee Holds That 
He Exceeded His Power.

“WASHINGTON, May 22.—The House 
Committee on Judiciary today indorsed 
the report of the Boatner sub-commit- 
tee which investigated the matter of 
the injunction by Judge Jenkins. A 
resolution will forthwith be submitted 
saying that the House disapproves of 
the action of Judge Jenkins, and hold- 
ing that he exceeded his power in en- 
joining the railroad men from striking. 
The two bills to be reported will be 
drawn to carry into effect the sul 
committee’s recommendation regarding 
compulsory labor, which is as follows: 
“Your committee recommends that 
all possible doubts as to the powers of 
judges of the courts of the United 
States to enforce specific performances 
of labor contracts by legal process, or 
to compel a person to render involun- 
tary service under any pretext, be set 
at rest by a prohibitory statute.” 

_ The second bill will be in accordance 
with this recommendation: 

“The power to punish for contempt 


fs limited by the laws of most of the 
States, and we see no reason why a like ° 


limitation should not be placed an the 
powers of Federal judges.”’ 
Representative Bailey of Texas, @ 
member of the Judiciary Committee, 
thinks’ the report of the Boatner sub- 
committee does not recommend suffi- 
ciently effective action. He thinks 
Judge Jenkins should be impeached. 
He reserved the right to propose im- 
peachment . proceedings if he should 
conclude that they were the only effec~ 
tive form of procedure in the case, -~< 

Mr. Bailey said that, while he reé 
alized fully that the matter of impeach- 
ment was a most delicate one, and 
that such a step was only to be taken 
in exceptional circumstances, yet he 
thought that in a case like that of 
Judge Jenkins the radical method of 
rebuke should be taken to emphasize 
the extreme nature of the offense.

A NOVEL DISPLAY. 


Visitors to the Fair Admire a Los Angeles 
Exhibit. 

By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 22.—(Special 
Dispatch.). The Chronicle will say to- 
morrow that Los Angeles county now 
has a novel floral exhibition in and. 
around the Southern - California -Build- 
ing. The display, which. was opened 
this afternoon, consists entirely of 
specimens af what is commonly known 
as the Spanish bayonet (Yucca Whip- 
piei.) Thirty plants are in as perfect 
condition as possible after shipment. 
It required a large-sized car to hold 
the plants, many of which are very 
large. This variety of the yucca plant 
is familiar to the e who have been 
in the canyons of the southern ranges. 
The plants grow in great numbers 
there;. but to the majority of the visit- 
ors to the fair they will be wholly new. 

To any one acquainted with the na- 
ture of the plants the difficulty of ob- 
taining such a number as are in dis- 
play will be readily understodd. Peo- 


ple who have never seen them in their 


native wilds cannot appreciate’ the 
trouble experienced in getting them. 
From the bulb of the plant, which is 
similar in ;jshape to the fan-palm bulb, 
protrude many leaves, which are tipped 
with points so fine and sharp that they 


will penetrate a thick leather boot with 


very slight pressure. On account of the 
shape of its leaves the plant has been 
named'‘the Spantsh bayonet. The leaf 
is long and_e$ slender, and in form 
resembles a bayonet. The outer 
side is almost half gound and the inner 
is concave. It was found impossible 
to handle the plants without cutting 
away most of the needle-like points. 
The bulbs were dug up, and enough 
bayonets remain to show the nature of 
the plant. | 

All. those in exhibit are in full blos- 
som. The flowers are of a creamy color 
and extend nearly half way down the 
stalk, which grows from the center of 
the plant. The stalk on which the 
flower forms ‘is not a permanent 
growth. Each year, and frequently 
only every other year, the stalk sprouts. 
This generally occurs about December, 
but the growth is so rapid that by the 
ist of March the stalk has frequently 
attained a height of thirty feet. The 
plants shown at the Southern California 
Building are above the average in size. 
They were obtained jnear: El Monte, in 
the San Gabriel Valley, Los Angeles 


4 county. A dozen have been planted on 


the road leading from the Grand Court 


‘to the Southern California Building.

HE STOLE NAPOLEON’S WATCH. 


it Sound an. Alarm and Lead 
the Thief’s Capture. 
(New Orleans | Times-Democrat:) 
When the great Frénch Emperor was 
in the zenith of his power a wonderful 
timepiece was made for him at Stras- 
burg by one of the most famous Ger- 


watchmakers. Aside -from_ strik- 
ing the hours the watch contained min- 
ght the 


jature chimes, which used to 
Emperor on his marches wi 
the martial airs of France. 

With the generosity that character- 
ized his relations toward all who.were 
‘thrown in; contact with him, Napoleon 
gave it away as a token of friendship, 
the prize falling to Marshal Ney. The 
story goes that the watch was left by 
the marshal to his son, Joseph Ney, 
the Duke of Moscow, who, when he vis- 
ited the city in 1842 with the illustrious 
visitors, Marshal Henry G. Bestrand 
and Dr. Francisco Antommarchi, 
brought the watch with him and pre- 
sented it to Dr. Ney of this city. This 
is the gentleman who: presented the 
city with a bronze cut face of Napol- 
eon, which graced the City Hall until 
the city surrendered to the Federals. 

The watch has been on exhibition at 
the Creole Art Gallery, at the corner 
of Canal and Rampart streets, re- 
cently, and has been valued at $1000. 
The timepiece has been in a long glass 
case with a number of other famous 
relics, and has been much admired. It 
is somewhat larger in circumference 
than the ordinary watch and not so 
thick. | 

The other evening there were several 
visitors in the place, and Armand Haw- 
kins was explaining the history of some 
of the curios,, when a young man, well 
dressed, entered the place. He carried 
a paper, and his remarks were calcu- 
lated to make those present under- 
stand that he was from the North and 
was down here in search of rest and 
recreation.

THE CAT IN DOUBT. 


The Credit of Taming these Animals is 
. Ascribed to Egypt. 

A writer in the Bvening Standard 
thus refers to the doubtful origin of 
eats: “It is as certain as such things 
can be that the whole credit of taming 
this most hopeless of animals belongs 
to Bgypt. In the first place, no refer- 
ence to it has yet been discovered in 
Assyria. Prof. Max Muller assured the 
Rev. W. Houghton, in answer to a 
query, that the cat became known in 
India at a time comparatively recent. 
There are pienty of allusions in Greek 
literature to an animal which caught 
mice; for. this habit it was sacrificed 
to Apollo Smintheus, the perplexing 
‘Mouse Alpollo,’ of whom Andrew Lang 
has disccursed so earnestiy and pleas- 
antly.

One single fact 
is enough to show that’it was not a 
cat—we find incidental references to the 
abominable smell.

‘felis’ occurs pretty frequently. But 
since he advises that the water in 
which a ‘felis’ has been boiled should 
be sprinkled round to drive mice away, 
it seems likely that the marten is still 
the creature signified. But in Italy also 
the domestic cat was known—so far 


as that goes—ages before. We see it 


portrayed with a mouse in its jaws on 
the wall of an BPtruscan tomb as old, 
perhaps, as the foundation of Rome. 
“Tt seems strange that the general 
amployment of a creature so useful 
should have made way so slowly, but 
it must be remembered that the ‘gale’ 
performed its duty. Northern mythol- 
ogy represents Frevja, goddess of Love 
and Fortune, in a chariot drawn by 
two cats, but Prof. Rolleston’s demon- 
strations suggest a doubt whether the 
antmals are properly so classed. Hans 
Hildebrand, Royal Antiquary of Swe- 
den, has displayed—with an ingenuity 
which we admire, though very few can 
judge its value—that all the innumer- 
able forms of Scandinavian ornament, 
which, to the unlearned, represent 
snakes and dragons, were really de- 
signed for lions ‘couchant.’ If that be 
eo, Frevja’s cats may very well have 
been sparrows or frogs or serpents or 
anything.’

A WOMAN’S WRONGS. 


A Marriage License ise Behind Which There 
Was a Story. 

In the list of marriage licenses ounll 
yesterday appeared the names of 
Henry Fahrenholz, a native of Califor- 
nit, to Mamie Hogan of the same nativ- 
ity, both 26 years of age. 

There is nothing about the names 
that stamps them as peculiar or dif- 
-ferent from the others in the list, but 
behind it all is a story, which, though 
not unlike many others of its kind, goes 
to show how frequently an innocent 
girl will follow the fortunes of a worth- 
less rascal. 

Fahrenholz first began to associate 
with Miss Hogan about six months ago 
in Oakland, and in course of time, it is 
said, accomplished her ruin. Without 
the formality of a marriage ceremony 
he took her to the house of his mother 
in that city. 

About one week ago Fahrenholz and 
the young woman came to Los Angeles 
and he conducted her to an assignation- 
house on South Main street, where for 
a few days they made their home. He 
endeavored to get her to secure patron- 
age from men walking the streets, but 
she had never reduced herself to such 
a level, and, though she walked the 
streets in order to please him, she could 
not induce herself to commit any such 
ne as he endeavored to have her com-: 
mit. 

After two or three nights he found 
such proceedings to be useless, and 
hired one of what are known as Ala- 
meda-street cribs. The young woman- 
was put in the crib, but the kind of 
life she was expected to, lead was 
something she could not be made to ene. 
ter into, 

From her it was learned what she 
had gone through in trying to please 
the wretch for whom she had such an 
affection, and Officers Fay and Collins 
arranged to be at the crib at the time 
the ‘‘mac,’’ Fahrenholz, entered. Soon 
after 12 o'clock yesterday morning he 
started to come into the place, and ag 
he did so was placed under arrest. The 
demeanor of the young woman in- 
stantly changed, and she begged and 
pleaded, as women in such cases usue 
ally do, that he be released. 

The ‘“‘mac’’ was conducted to the po 
lice station, the young woman accome 
panying, and, it being evident she 
could not be induced to testify against 
him, it was decided to be best to in- 
form him he must leave town promptly 
and let him go. 

Fahrenholz. was released, and after~ 
ward the unfortunate young woman 
admitted that what she had told about 
him before his arrest was true. 

The couple were married yesterday, 
and as they were to leave for Oakland 
soon afterward they are probably on | 
the way there now. j 

Fahrenholz promised to: tre the 
woman properly, but it is more than — 
likely that he will yet succeed in fore- 
ing her into a life of shame, in order 
to live off her earnings.

AT THE COURTHOUSE. 
THE COURTS. 
Judge Shaw Renders a Decision Against the 
Southern Pacific Company. 

Judge Shaw yesterday. decided the 
case of the Southern Pacific Company 
vs. Painter, judgment being’ awarded 
the defendant. The case was an im- 
portant one and fnvolved a number 


The action was to foreclose two con- 
tracts for the sale of: real estate. Each 
contract was’ for a section of land, and 
the two’ contracts were ‘identical in 
form except as to the description of the 
property, and hence were treated as 
one. The purchase. price for both sec- 
tions of the property was $12,800. The 
plaintiff was the seller‘and J. H. Pain- 
ter the buyer. Painter had died since 
the sale was negotiated; andthe action 
was against the administration of the 
estate. The terms of the sale were: A 
payment of $2560 cash, with interest at 
per. cent. on the balante, payable an- 
nually in advance, with the balance of 
the price to. be in @ve.years. The 
contract was made on Augyst 18, 1887, 
and the final payment became due Au- 
gust 18, 1892. The contracts described 
the land by reference to the section, 
township and range, but retited the fact 
that it had never beén surveyed. It 
also recited that the seller: claimed the 
lands as part of the land grant made 
to it by Congress, and that no patent 
for. the-lands had issued to it, 
and it. was agreed that the company 
should use the ordinary diligence to ob- 
tain such patent, and that in case it 
was finally determined that no patent 
should be issued to the.company, that it 
wo on demand, repay to the buyer 
all money} that had been paid to it by 
him. The\ deceased had .paid down at 
the time of the purchase the cash pay- 
ments amounting to $2560, and also the 
first year’s interest in advance, amount- 
tng to $716.80, making in all the sum 
of $3276.80. No subsequent payments 
had been made. | 

| complaint did not allege any 
failure to pay the balance of the pur- 
chase price, although such balance fell 
due on August 18, 1892, several months 
before the action was begun. Jt al- 
leged the failure to pay the several 
sums of interest due in advance in the 
years 1888, 1889, 1890, and.1891, amounting 
to $2867.20, and for the fniilure a strict 
foreclosure of.all the ‘rights of the de- 
‘fendant to the landswere-sought,and alco 
a decree declaring the contracts null 
and void. The defendant; by way of 
counter .elaim,, alleged: that it had been 
finally determined that a patent should 
not issue to the plaintiff for ‘the lands 
described in the contracts and that 
the defendant: had demanded of the 
‘plaintiff a return of the.sum of $3276.80 


paid by the defendant dn ithe contracts 
and the plaintiff refused fo pay the 
same, whereupon judgment’was asked. 

In reviewing the various issues of 
fact in the cage. Judge Shaw rendered 
an interesting opinion, wherelp he says: 


“It appears by stipulation that the 
lands naere included in the grant by the 
United States to the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Railway Company, made July 27, 
1866, and were also included in the 
grant by the United States to the 
Southern ‘Pacific Railway Company, 
made March 3, 1871, being located at 
the crossing of the lines of the: two 
grants; that plaintiff has no other 
claim or title thereto except under the 
last-named grant; that plaintiff has 
never taken any steps to obtain a pat- 
ent, and that the United States has 
brought suit against. the defendant to 
| recover damages for timber cut on said 
land and to quiet its title thereto, 
which suit is still pending. 

‘In the case of the United States vs. 
Southern Pacific Company it was ex- 
pressly decided by the Supreme Court 
of the United States that the Southern 
Pacific Company, under the last-named 
grant, has no right or title whatever to 
any of the lands which were included 
in the grant of July 27, 1866, to the At- 
lantic and Pacific Company. This, as 
a question of law, has been finally de- 
termined by the highest court in the 
land. The facts being as above set 
forth, the court knows as a matter of 
law that the plaintiff can never obtain 
a patent for the lands in controversy. 

“The pleadings in the case cited in 
the United States Supreme Court did 
not describe the particular lands in 
controversy here, but did describe other 
lands included. in the two grants men- 
tioned. The plaintiff contends that be- 
cause the suit did not involve precisely 
the same tracts of land as are de- 
scribed in the complaint there, that the 


lands has not been finally determined, 
and, therefore, the defendant is not yet 
required to return the money. This 
would be an extremely technical and 
literal construction both of the agree- 
ment and of the decision of the Su- 
preme Court. 

“The agreement shows that plaintiff 
claimed the title to these lands as a 
part of this grant. It was known to 
both parties as a matter of public his- 
tory that the lands included many sec- 
tions, and the agreement shows clearly 
that there was a doubt existing at the 
time as to the right to these lands un- 
der this grant. I think the words ‘fin- 
_ally determined,’ as used in the agree- 
ment, should not be held to refer to a 
specific adjudication by some court as 
to the right to a patent to these par- 
ticular sections, but rather to any de- 
cision whereby it is finally determined 
as a matter of law that the Southern 
Pacific Company has, under the grant, 
no right to a patent for any land also 
included in the grant to the Atlantic 
and Pacific Company. Although the 
complaint in the case decided by the 
United States Supreme Court, above 
cited, does not describe all the lands 
affected by the question decided, yet 
the opinion in the case clearly shows 
that the action was brought as a test 
casé to ‘finally determine the right of 
the plaintiff here to all that portion of 
its grants included in the prio? grant, 
and that the court intended to decide 
and did decide the right to all lands so 
situated. | 

“It is true, as suggested by plaintiff, 
that the purchaser of this land was not 
a party to that action, and ordinarily 
a judgment is not binding unless it is 
between the same parties. But it was 
certainly not contemplated that the 
purchaser should be a party to any 
proceeding in which the right of the 
plaintiff to a patent should be deter- 
mined. The patent was to come from 
the United States and be issued to the 
plaintiff. Both were parties to that ac- 
tion, and by the judgment and opinion 
of the court it .was -determined that 
the plaintiff had no right to a patent 


for this land. The plaintiff is 
bound. It was the plaintiff that 
was to use ordinary diligence 


to obtain a patent, not the purchaser, | 
“In any proceeding to obtain a patent; 
the purchaser would not have ‘been a 
necessary party, and, perhaps, not a 
preper party. The fact that he was 
not a. party is of no importance. The 
facts aiso justify the conclusion that 
ghe plaintiff has abandoned its ciaim 
Oo @ patent under the grant men- 
tioned. The contract was made on Au-’ 
gust 18, 1887, and the final payment 
wes to be made on or before five years 
from that date. he ‘plaintiff was to 
use ordinary diligence to procure a 
patent. As the buyer had the right 
tos pay the whole price at any time, it 
must have (been expected as at least 
& possibility, that a patent would be 
obtained long before the five years 
had expired. The period of five years 
was doubtless fixed as the time when 
it was deemed probable the plaintiff 
would have secured the patent and be 
ready to close up the contract. Under 
these circumstances it must have been 
contemplated that the plaintiff would 
immediately proceed to make an effort 
to dbtain a patent:’ ‘Almost seven years 
have elapsed, and it is now admitted 
that nothing at all has been done to 
that end. Not only this, ‘but in the 
mean ‘time, a suit has been begun by 
the United States against the plain- 
tiff to quiet the title to another tract 
of land. to which plaintiff made the 
same claim of right, which suit was 
manifestly brought as a test case, and 
the court of last resort has finally 
decided that the plaintiff has no right. 
There is no pretense that there is right 
to the land affected by that decision, 
nor that the plaintiff intends ever to 
make any further effort to procure a 
patent, nor that it has any hope or 
ground for success if it did. The de- 
fendant is not required by the con- 
tract to move in the matter. The po- 
sition of the plaintiff, therefore, is that 
it has no intention of trying to get 
a ‘patent, does not expect to, and 
knows it never can get one, but ‘it 
does not propose to have a final de- 
cision on the question of its right to 
one, because upon the haippening of 
that event the defendant would have 
a right to the repayment of the money 
paid on the contract, and, by avoiding 
any decision, it can forever postpone 
the day of such payment, and thus re- 
tain, without interest, the money it 
ought to refund to the defendant. 
“This is in total disregard of its 
agreement to use ordinary diligence to 
procure the patent, and so cleariy in 
bad faith that it should be held as 
equivalent to an abandonment of its 
claim under the grant, and an acquies- 
cence in the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court. The plaintiff 
does not ask for any deficiency judg- 
ment, nor for a sale of the premises, 
and the object of the foreclosure is 
obvious. It is not to obtain payment 
of the interest which the deceased has 
failed to pay, but to foreclose the right 
of the defendant to recover of the 
plaintiff the money mwhich has been 
paid on the contract. | 
“Without discussing any of the other 
questions argued in the case, I think 


agreement, by its own.terms, stands 
rescinded, and that defendant is en- 
titled to recover of plaintiff the moneys 
heretofore paid thereon. Judgment 
will ‘be entered that the plaintiff take 
nothing by its action, and that the 
defendant recover of plaintiff the sum 
of $3276.80 on his counter-claim and 
costs of suit.’’
